cotton of any of these countries. 
The moral to he derived by south­

discussion is obvious and inevitable. 
So long as we practice good farm­ 
ing methods and take pains with our 
otton crop, Just so long will we 
have a constantly growing market for

we shall meet

IS TO NEVER CEASE 


But American Growers Must Give 
Attention To The 
Staple. 


The Dallas Nows has an editorial on 
"Timely hint to cotton planters’’ which 
la somewhat reassuring to the cotton 
growers as to the future of the mar­ 
ket, and it is reproduced below. 
But there is this to bo said further 
than the News has gone; 
In the semi- 
arld region of Southern California, 
Arizona and Now Mexico and of West 
Texas cotton is now being grown with 
a long staple under irrigation. 
Cot­ 
ton is drouth plant and needs only 
ho much moisture to make, under Ir­ 
rigation it will do mist excellently well. 
Under the system which has been 
adopted in that country there is in­ 
telligence in tin* selection of the seed, 
there is a care in preparation of the 
soil— large tracts with the 
use of 
power -there is care in the tending 
of the crop and seasons are so long and 
ho uniform that the problem of pick­ 
ing is not what il Is in this section 
of the State. 
Can Continue To (¡row Colton 
It is true that the United States can 
continue to grow cotton to supply 
the world— but in this portion of Tex­ 
as cotton must yield, 
if 
we 
arc 
to prosper, to the Cow , the Sow and 
the Hen as a primary crop. 
W*> a r e 
going to be put out of the cotton 
business by force of circumstances and 
the changed conditions, motorological, 
economic and financial. 
We can grow cotton and should 
grow Cotton— as a secondary crop, a? 
our cash crop, if you will, hut it 
should follow the things which will 
bring us a weekly income and we 
should have belonging to us every dol­ 
lar that the cotton fetches in the open 
market. 
We can maintain our suprem ancy as 
a cotton growing country only through 
producing the best grades at a low 
cost of production, and we can nevci 
do that so long as we stake our whol« 
income upon the crop. 
That lesson has been impressed up­ 
on us time and time again, and we 
fire still gambling that t h e w e a t h e r 
will he 
good 
for 
growing 
cotton 
through the whole of the season and 
that the price will he good when we 
wish to sell. 
Dallas New- Comment. 
We reproduce herewith the editor­ 
ial front the Dallas News referred to 
above. 
Mr. Melvin T. Copeland, assistant 
professor, of marketing at 
Harvard 
University, in an article in the tut 
rent issue of the Atlantic Monthly, 
speaks most optimistically Of the fu­ 
ture of the cotton industry. The im­ 
provement in the design and qualit> 
of cotton fabrics in r e c e n t years, in- 
says. lias enabled them to compets 
favorably with silks, linens, woolens 
and other textiles. Cotton is also in­ 
creasingly being us. d for industrial 
purposes such as for the manufacture 
of belting, typewriter rihbons, book 
bindings, auto tops, and auto tires, 
according to Mr. Copeland. 
Morover 
the normal increase of population, 
the rising standards of living, and the j 
probable opening of undeveloped for- j 
eign countries will add greatly to the 
demand for cotton products in the 
future. 
Mr. Copeland believes. 
therefore, 
|h a t the future problem of the cotton ; 
industry will not be one of finding 
m a r k e t s for cotton products, but ofj 
producing enough cotton to supply 
the demand. 
“The supply of raw 
material," he says, 
‘is 
the 
real 
stumbling block for cotton numin.u 
turers in the years to come. 
Just 
where or how an adequate quantit} 
of raw cotton for many new spindles 
is to ho secured is not evident at the 
present time. 
Durng recent years 
the 
United 
States has supplied more than sixty 
per cent of the world's raw cotton. 
Other cotton-producing countries arc 
Egypt, Turkestan, India. Persia and 
China. 
But with « \cei'li«m uf «'*• j 
Egyptian crop, all cotton from these 
countries is short-fibred and of low 
quality, and is suitable only for the 
manufacture of cheap cotton clothing 
and coarse goods. 
In spite of this, however, it is de­ 
sirable that these countries increase 
their cotton production in order that 
the future demands of the world for 
low-grade cotton may successfully he 
met.
